She arrived here some ten tlays 
ago and entered upon her duties, 
but 
appeared 
des[J ondent, 
and, 
when interrogated by Mr. YlcGra- 
dy, 
said she bad something she 
wanted to tell him, but not until a 
couple of ilays ago 
d\ d >be narrate 
her story. 
She then informed him that slie 
was a divorced woman, and also 
imparted the information that .-he 
liad been an inmate of an a-ylum 
at Toledo, ()., for two years. 
Interrogated about her incarcer­ 
ation in a mad bouse, she claimed 
that she was never insane, but al­ 
leg ed that her husbaiul bad caused 
her to be placed in tbe asylum in 
order that be mig ht g et rid of her, 
and she was confineti there two 
years before she obtained her re­ 
lease.
